European countries up to the beginning of March 1950 do not

There are no indications that any units have been withdrawn 
from the occupied countries or that any new units heve arrived 
from the goviet union. There are, however, first indications 
that new recruits arrived in the Soviet zone of ' Germany after 
mid-ganuary 1950. 


b. The training of the troops during the winter months was con- 
ducted almost exclusively at the military posts. Some reports 
referred to training courses for officers and some smll~scale 
special exercises. Although no largeSscale winter maneuvers 
have been observed thers may have been some before tarch 1950. 


Indications are that troops will move to tha troop training 
grounds after the end of March 1950 as thoy did last year.

The vepatrintion of depsndents is presumably connetted with 
the exchange of officers who wore stationed in oocupied terri« 
tofies for a periad exceeding tvo or three years «nd with the 
reergenization of the 3ii, into the SCC (reduction of person= 
nel}. 


The whole repatriation prorrsn ts not considered indicative 
of efforts to sive the soviet forces a status of greater pre- 
parsdness for war, It is probably carried through oniy in 
an effort to have Soviet military personnel and thetr depen 
dents, exposed to the influences of the western world, no 
longer than necessary. e ¢

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4. Transportation situation. 


(2) operating conditions of the govict wone Railroad Ime - 
proved in vebruary 1950 but novortheless continued to be ; 
critical due to a shortee of locomotives caused by the high 
percentage under repair (30 to 34 porcent) and, in sone ralle 
road districts, a shortage of coal. 


The backlog of trains awaiting dispa&ch could be lowered to 
117 ror the entire zone, whieh represents a tolerable amount. 
Ihe conl stockpiles continued to dwindle. They amounted to 
176,028 tons on 7 gebruary 1950 {emergency coal reserve: 
150,375 tons, service coal on hand: 25,655 tons). 


(2) The reconstruction of the dismantled singio-track Schwaan~ 
Buetzow line was definitely suspended for lack of rail materi- 
al after most of the roadbed had been completed. Thus a desir- 
able additionsl feeder line to the important Baltic Sea port of 
gostock/arnenuende will not be built.
